For  the  widening  of  Dayton  Avenue  from  Fairfield  Avenue  to 
South  Wayne  Avenue  and  from  Indiana  Avenue  to  Beaver  Avenue  and  for 
the  vacation  of  the  South  ten  (10)  feet  of  Dayton  Avenue  from  South 
V/ayne  Avenue  to  Indiana  Avenue. 

Re  solved  by  the  Board  of  Public  Work?  of  the  city  of  Fort 
Wayne , ..Indiana , that  it  is  desired  and  deemed  necessary  to  widen 
Dayton  Avenue  from  Fairfield  Avenue  to  South  Wayne  Avenue  and  from 
Indiana  Avenue  to  Beaver  Avenue.  Said  widening  as  herein  described 
to  be  made  by  condemning  and  appropriating  for  street  purposes  the 
following  described  parts  of  lots  and  parcels  of  land  to-wit:-  The 
North  fifteen  (l^)  feet  of  original  Ewings  Out  Lots  Numbered  7 and  5 
in  the  Southwest  fractional  %■  Section  14,  Towiship  30  North,  Range 
12.£*faiso  for  the  vacation  of  the  south  ten  (10)  feet  of  Dayton  Avenue 
from  South  Wayne  Avenue  to  Indiana  Avenue,  All  of  the  above  describ- 
ed streets,  avenues,  parts  of  lots  and  parcels  of  land  being  situat- 
ed in  the  Southwest  fractional  4 Section  14,  Township  30  North,  Range 
12  East.
